On the 21st July. 1971. Shri Rameshwar Dayal Bhargava 
was travelling by public bus No. MPH 6681, which was pro- 
ceeding from Pichhor to Shivpuri. The bus was swept away 
while crossing the heavily flooded Bhanwar Nala. All the 
occupants of the bus were trapped, except the driver who 
managed 1 to escape, Shri Bhargava broke open the glass pane 
of the emergency exit and after extricating himself climbed 
to the roof of the bus. He then pulled out several of the 
trapped co-passengers and put them on the roof of the bus. 
Soon he found that the rescued persons were on the point of 
being swept away by the fast current. To avert thi,s threat 
he got hold of a net meant for securing the baggage of the 
passengers, and fastened one end of it to the bus and the 
other end to an uprooted tree on the bank. He then carried 
the passengers one by one to safety on the bank. By using a 
turban, he also dragged out of the nala a police man who 
would otherwise have been drowned. He continued his life 
saving efforts till he himself fell down totally exhausted, Shri 
Bhargava displayed an extraordinary spirit of humanism and 
saved a dozen lives from the taws of death, putting his own 
life again and again in jeopardy. 

— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of UTTAM JEEVAN RAKSHA PADAK to the under- 
mentioned persons for courage and promptitude under cir- 
cumstances of great danger to their own lives ; —

On the 25th September, 1971 a number of school children 
were returning to Dharmapur village from the Higher Secon- 
dary School at Rangat in Andaman. For reaching their village 
they had to cross a Nallah which was in highi flood, n girls 
and 4 boys besides two cultivators boarded a dinghi. Sud- 
denly the dinghi \ras caught in a strong current and was over- 
turned and all those in the dingbi fell into the Nallah. The 
two cultivators and two boys swam across. The other two 
boys named Venugopal and Gopinathan began rescuing the 
girls and succeeded in lifting eight of them to the top of the 
overturned dinghi. Due to precarious balance, tbe dinghi was 
again overturned throwing the girls once again into the 
Nallah. Venugopal and Gopinathan stuck to their heroic 
efforts. Three of the fight girls caught hold of Venugopal 
but he managed to save the situation bv making two of them 
cling on to the dinghi and dragging the third one to the shore 
by her hair. He came back and rescued one of the two girls 
who had almost lost her grip. Gopinathan rescued another 
girl by dragging her to the shore. When one of the drowning 
girls caught hold of the boat-man Shri Sukumaran, Gopinathan 
immediately caught hold of her and lifted her up out of the 
water. In their valiant struggle to save the girls from drown- 
ing. Venugopal and Gopinathan exhibited conspicuous comas 
and determination unmindful of the great risk to their own 
lives. Through their heroic efforts they saved the lives of 
four young girls. 

3. Master Parameswa-ran Rajappan, 

Pariyarathu Veedu, 

Village Vazhappally West, 

Changanacherry, Dlst. Kottayam (Kerala). 

Oh the 12th October, 1971, a boy named P. Chaiee aged 
5 yeais, studying in the first standard in the Vazhappally West 


U.P. School in the Kottayam District Blipped accidentally into 
a 60 feet deep unused well in the school compound. On 
hearing tho boy’s cries, some persona rushed to the spot. Out 
of them. Master Parameswaran Rajappan a teenage student 
climbed down the well promptly with the help of a rope and 
then jumped into it. By than Shajee had sunk to the bottom/ 
of the well. Master Rajappan dived into the water and 
quickly brought the boy to the surface. He kept himself float- 
ing for about 5 minutes with Shajee in his left hand and then 
with the help of the rope lowered into the well, rescued the 
boy to safety. 

Master Parameswaran Rajappan thus showed initiative, pre- 
sence of mind, promptitude and conspicuous courage in saving 
the boy from drowning in spite of the danger to his own life. 

4. Shri Bhalchandra Klsan Kate, 

272, Dapodi, 

Poona. 

On tile 29th June, 1971, two girls named Mandakini 
Bhikoba Kate aged 10 and Janabai Baban Murkute aged 14 
were washing clothes in the Pavana river at Poona. Startled 
by the barking of a dog, Kumari Mandakini fell in the swollen 
river and was swept away by the current. The other girl 
Janabai jumped into the water to rescue her but was herself 
swept away. On hearing the hue and cry raised by some 
women, Shri Bhalchandra Kisan Kate aged 19 noticed both the 
girls at a distance of 40 to 50 feet being swept away by the 
strong current. He instantly jumped into the river with clothes 
on and rescued them. Though of tender age, Shri Kate exhi- 
bited sefless courage and unique presence of mind in saving 
two lives from drowning without caring for his own life. 

5. Shri Chanan Singh (G/No. 106771), 

Assistant Chargeman, 

Village and Post Office Bagli Kalan, 

District Ludhiana (Punjab). 

There was a heavy and unexpected land-slide near the 
Risbi bridge site on Indo-Sikkim border on the 24th January. 
1970 at about 1830 hours, in which one officer and 29 GREr 
pioneers were killed and one officer and 25 GREF poineers 
were seriously injured. All of them were buried under the 
debris. 

A rescue party under tbc overall charge of 2/Lt. H. S. 
Khara (SS-21056) rushed to the site and immediately 
started rescue operations. Shri Chanan Singh (G/106771) 
Assistant Chargeman, working under 2/Lt. Khara by taking 
risks and showing complete disregard to personal safety, 
infused confidence in the men engaged on rescue operations. 
As the operation was proceeding, it became very dark as 
lighting arrangements at the site had been damaged by the 
slide. The slide was still active and the rescuers were in 
constant danger of being trapped under the boulders and 
earth coming down the slide. In spite of this the rescue 
party succeeded in pulling out all the persons hurried in the 
debris and arranging medical treatment for tbe injured. 
Throughout the rescue operations, Sbri Chanan Singh faced 
grave danger to his own life. It was entirely due to his 
courage and zealous efforts that a large number of persons 
buried tinder the land-slide could be rescued alive. 

6. Shri Tara Chand, 

Village Salehar. 

Tehsil Ranbir Singh Pura, 

Jammu. 

On the 24th December, 1971, Shri Dcwan Chand and his 
family who were returning on a tonga to their village at- 
tempted to use a short cut between village Jagtu Chak and 
Pasgal at GR 007294 which had been mined along with 
several other places because of operational necessity during 
the Tndo-Pakistan war. The tonga went over an anti-tank 
mine and in the resultant explosion all the four occupants 
were seriouslv injured, 

Shri Tara Chand who arrived at the scene bv chance, saw 
the pitiful condition of the injured persons. He attempted 
to organise rescue but was warned by the local people that 
he too would be blown up. Disregarding all risks to him- 
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self Shri Tara Chand alone entered the mine field four times 
to extricate first two children and then the parents one by 
one. The parents subsequently died but the lives of the two 
children were saved. Shri Tara Chand displayed conspicu- 
ous and rare courage in complete disregard of his own safety 
in order to save the lives of others. 

7. Kumari Marykutty Mathew (Molykutty), 

Sanchagathil, Koratty, 

Kanjirapally, District Kottayam (Kerala). 

On die 29 ill March, 1972, Sheela, aged 9 years, was 
suddenly caught by the current and swept away into the deep 
waters while bathing in the manimaia river at Katlikayam 
near Koratty. Seeing the little girl struggling for her life, 
her elder sister Valsamraa aged 12 years leaped into the river 
and caught hold of Sheela but was uuable to rescue her. 
Another girl named Thresiamma, aged 15 years, who saw 
this dreadful sight, jumped into the river to their rescue, but 
when the two girls caught hold of her, all the three began to 
sink. The water at the place of the incident was ten to 
twelve feet deep. Hearing the hue and cry, Kumari Mary- 
kutty Mathew (Molykutty) aged 18 years, jumped Into the 
river in spite of being warned by others of danger to her own 
life. She dived into the water and managed to bring all 
the thrfce girls to the river bank. The girls were unconscious 
and regained consciousness after first-aid was given to them 
by the people gathered there. 

Kumari Marykutty Mathew (Molykutty) displayed extra- 
ordinary courage and promptitude In saving three lives from 
drowning at great risk to her own life. 

8. Shri Kaligithi Koteswara Rao, ( Posthumous ) 

Undi, Bhimavaram Taluk, 

District West Godavary. 

Andhra Pradesh. 

On the 4th August, 1972 at about 1 1 A.M. Shri mini Appala 
Nara,amma of Palacoderu village jumped from the railway 
bridge in Bhimavaram town into Yenamadurru drain with a 
view to committing suicide. Shri Kaligithi Koteswara Rao, 
aged 27 years, on seeing the lady drowning in the drain, im- 
mediately jumped into the drain toi saver her. Tn this process. 
Shri Rao lost his life. Shri Kaligithi Koteswara Rao exhi- 
bited exemplary courage and public spirit in making an effort 
lo save the life of Shrimati Appala Nnrasamma. 

9. Shri Motiram Atmaram Mankar, 

Railway Gateman, Railway Station Yeotmal,

10. Shrimati Jashodabai, 

C/o Shri Sadu Ganpat Raut,

Shri Motiram Atmaram Mankar, Gateman who was on 
duty at the Dhungarpur gate railway level crossing on the 
12th February, 1970 closed the railway gate at about 1630 
hours and was waiting for th c train coming from Yeotmal 
railway station. Thc road from Yeotmal to Amravati pass- 
ing through this level crossing lies along a continuous steep 
slope for about one and a salt' furlongs towards and even 
beyond the level crossing. At about 1645 hours, a State 
Transport bus MRR 6356 coming from Yeotmal to Amra- 
vati with 62 passengers approached the level crossing and 
after dashing against the cates stopped on the railway track. 
By then the train which had already left Yeotmal railway 
station was only about 2(H) feet from the level crossing, 
Shri Mankar, realising the gravity of the situation ran to- 
wards the incoming train waving a red flag to stop it. He 
was followed bv Shrimati Jashodabai, wife of another gate- 
man. As the tain was already speeding, they had to scream 
to attract the attention of the engine driver. Luckily the 
driver heard their cries and applied the brakes. The train 
stopped after giving a slight push to thc State Transport bus 
standing on the railway track. None of thc passengers or 
any one from the nublic was injured. No injuries were re- 
ceived by Shri Mankar and Shrimati Jashodabai in this res- 
cue operation. The acted with great courage, promptitude 
and presence of mind in a very critical situation and risked 


their own lives, in preventing a collision between the train^nd 
the bus, thereby saving thc large number of passengers in 
Ihc bus from being killed or injured. 

11. Shri Kulyan Singh, 

Narayanbagurh, Tchad Karun Prayag, 

District Chamoli, Uttar Pradesh. 

On the 20lh April, 1972, Shri Ram Singh, aged 15 years 
slipped into the Pindar river while taking bath and was 
earned awav by the strong current. On seeing the boy float- 
ing, one Shri Mahabir Singh Rawat shouted for help and 
some other persons gathered on the banks of the river. By 
then the boy had been carried away more than 200 metres 
towards the Narayanbagurh Block Colony. Shri Kalyan Singh, 
who also happened to be there, noticed the drowning boy. 
He jumped into the river with clothes on and succeeded in 
bringing the boy to the bank. The river was more than 3 
metre deep and over 50 metre wide at the place where Shri 
Kalyan Singh rescued the boy. The water was very cold 
and the current very swift. Shri Kalyan Singh showed, extra- 
ordinary courage and presence of mind in saving the life of 
the boy without caring for the hazards to own life.

During tlie first shift on the 6th January, 1972. at Kalyan 
Khani No. 1 Incline. Mandamari Division, a serious accident 
took place when Shri Jupaka Posham, shot-firer, was trapped 
underneath the stone which had fallen over him. Coal Cutter 
Shri B. Raja Reddy who was at a distance of about 33 metres 
from the place of accident, went over to the accident spot and 
freed Shri Jupaka Posham from the fallen stone and carried 
him to a safe distance although two shots had already been 
lighted and Would have endangered his life, had they exploded 
while rescuing Shri Jupaka Posham. Shri Reddy displayed an 
extraordinary degree of courage and high sense of responsibi- 
lity in rescuing a fellow worker under circumstances which 
posed great danger to his own life. 

13. Shrimati Mlnati Santra, 

C7o Shri Bbajahari Santra, 

Village Joynagar, P.O, Gouraugachek, 

Police Station Udoynarayanpur, 

District Howrah, West Bengal. 

In the last week of July. 1972, three children of Joynagar 
named Ham Santra, Tapasi Santra and Dhannya Santra sud- 
denly slipped into deep water while taking bath In river 
Damodar. They held on to one another clasping their arms 
and tried to come out of the stream. Shrimati Avy Santra, 
mother of Dhannya Santra, finding tho children being swept 
away by the current, jumped into thc deep water and caught 
the children but could not come out as the current was very 
strong. Shrimati Minati Santra who happened to see them 
being swept away by the swirling water, jumped into the river 
and brought them out of tbe river safely. She displayed com- 
mendable courage and promptitude in rescuing four persons in 
the face of grave danger to her own life. 

14. Shri Sudhir Kumar, ( Posthumous ) 

S/o Dr, Satya Pal Gupta, 

Kotly Colony, Reharl, Jammu. 

Three boys namely Jasjit Singh. Sudhir Kumar and 
Virendra Singh were walking along the railway track in Kapur- 
thala. Jasjit Singh was in thc centre. Sudhir Kumar was to 
thc right and Virendra Singh to the left. They were engrossed 
in talk and were not aware of a train approaching from behind. 
Suddenly Virendra Singh noticed’ the train first when it was 
only 6 yards from them. He jumped to the left of the rail- 
way track and saved himself. Sudhir Kumar also jumped to 
the right while Jasjit Singh still on the track also tried to jump 
but fell down. Sudhir Kumar at once went on the track to 
pull out Jasjit Singh but in the process was hit by the train 
and died along with Jasjit Singh.

On the 2 3rd November, 1971, in the locality known as Kodi- 
bag in Karwar town, a wild buffalo chased a cyclist who 
was having a three year old child on the carrier, The cyclist 
became panicky and in his bid to escape, he drove towards 
a well on the road side. When he suddenly applied the brakes, 
the child was thrown into the well. He cried for help and 
on hearing this, Shrimati Kaveribai rushed to the spot. She 
plunged into the well without any regard for her personal 
safety and rescued the child. Shrimati Kaveribai displayed 
conspicuous courage and presenle of mind in saving the life 
of the child. 

2. Kumar Devidas Shankar Divkar. 

At and Post Ramraj, Tehsil Alibag. 

District Kolaba, Maharashtra. 

On the 12th August, 1970, Kumar Ramchandra Narayan 
Vetkoli, a ten year old cowherd was crossing the river near 
village Ramraj in Kolaba district when the water level in the 
river was hardly six to ten feet deep. Suddenly there was a 
gush of water from upstream and the water level rose to 
fifteen to twenty feet. The boy was about to be washed away 
when some ladies on the river bank began shouting for help 
fa' his rescue. On hearing this, Kumar Devidas Shankar 
Divkar, a boy of 15. rushed to the spot and jumped into the 
river without a moment’s delay. After swimming a good dis- 
tance and with great efforts he reached the drowning bo*' and 
successfully brought him back to the river bank alive, 

Kumar Devidas Shankar Divkar showed exemplary courage 
and presence of mind In rescuing Kumar Ramchandra 
Narayan Vetkoli. 

3. Shri Thommanamattathil Kumaran Raju, 

Karapuzha Veedu, Vellappadv, 

Palai, Kerala. 

On the 7th February, 1971 at about 10.30 A.M. Krishna 
Kumar, a student of St. Vincent’s English Medium High 
School Palai. was bathing in the Meenachil river at Palai 
Church Bathing ghat along with bis friends when he acciden- 
tally slipped into the river. Seeing the bov struggling for his 
life Shri T. K. Rnlu. aged 18 years, a student of the Govern- 
ment High School. Palai. who was nearby, jumped info the 
river without caring for bis own safety and rescued Krishna 
Kumar by dragging him out of the deep water. But for the 
timelv and courageous act of Shri Raju. Shri Krishna Kumar 
would have definitely been drowned. Shri T, K. Raju dis- 
plaved exemplary courage and promptitude in rescuing a fellow 
student, 

4. Shri Dattatrava Rama Magduni. 

At Post Ariunwada Taluka Shiroli, 

District Kolhapur, Maharashtra. 

On the 31st August 1970. Shri Dattatrava Rama Magduni 
was returning to Ariunwada along with 35 to 40 other iw" — 
>n a ferrv boat from Ihc annual fair fAnnn Rawal held on the 
bank of Krishna river 1 on the side of Mirai Village. SuddenP' 
thev heard the tieonle shouting und saw a bov being carried 
awav hv the swift current of ihe river. Shri Maedum jumped 
into the river and caiurht hold of Ihe hand of the bov. He 
rescued the hoy from the current and brought him to the river 
bank. 

Aeain on the 7gtb October. 1971, Shri Shnbir Hussain 
Muitiwnr, aced 17 vears. wild* taking brdh in Krishna river 
was found to be drowning. On hearing ttie shouts from the 


people around for help, Shri Magdum who was in a boat 
nearby, jumped into the water and rescued Shabir Hussain. 
Shri Magdum himself was not well at that time. In spite of 
this, he showed commendable promptitude in rushing to the 
rescue of a fellow citizen, 

5. Shri Jaisingrao Annasaheb Bhosle. 

701, Gokhalenagar, Pune City, 

Maharashtra. 

On the 25th February, 1971, Shri Jaisingrao Annasaheb 
Bhosie had gone out for a stroll with Shri Laxam Raghunath 
Javlekar. They heard a groaning sound coming from an 
abandoned well nearby and when they looked into the welt 
they noticed someone inside. Shri Bhosie was able to get 
hold of a rope coiled round a nearby tree. He took the lope 
and went to the well along with his companion Shri Javelkar 
and a hutment dweller. He took one end of the rope and 
requesting the other two persons to hold the other end, he 
descended into the well which was 25 feet deep. On reach- 
ing the water, he caught hold of the arm of the drowning 
person and shouted to his companions to pull him out. How- 
ever, he lost his grip and fell into the well. He again requested 
them to throw the rope and was pulled up along with the 
drowning person, a woman, who was in an unconscious con- 
dition. He Immediately rendered first aid to her as a result 
of which she regained. 

Shri Jaisingrao Annasaheb Bhosie displayed rare courage 
of a high order and demonstrated very high civic sense In res- 
cuing the woman without caring for his personal safety, 

6. Shri Vasudeo Qhondushet Wagh. 

House No. 1960. Somwar Peth, 

Nasik. Maharashtra. 


On the 27th July, 1971. some children were playing on the 
stair-case of a house in Nasik at about 4 P.M. They tied one 
end of a loose iron spring to a live electric wire in the stair- 
case and fixed the other end to the latch of a door. While play- 
ing with this wire, one of them, a girl named Mina Manohar 
Pawar lost her life by electric shock. Shri Vasudeo Dhon- 
dushet Wagb, who was on the first floor of the house. Jumped 
25 feet down and switched off the main current, thus saving 
the lives of the other three children who would have otherwise 
lost their lives due to electrocution. 

Shri Vasudeo Dhondushet Wagh displayed exemplary 
courage and presence of mind in saving three lives in circum- 
stances which exposed him to grave bodily injury. 

7. Shri Vittalal Goplnath. 

Tiptur. District Tumkur. 

Karnataka. 


Shri Taverekere Subha Rao, a landlord of Tiptur, expired 
at Bangalore on the 25th January. 1970. On hearing the sad 
news, his wife overstruck with grief jumped into a well situ- 
ated in the compound of her house. At that time, Shri Vit- 
talal Gopinath, aged 19 years happened to reach there. When 
told about this Incident he plunged into the veil with clothes 
on, caught hold of the woman by her hair by one hand and 
lifted her body with his leg to prevent her from drowning. 
Die woman was later lifted out of the well with the help of 
others and survived as a result of Shri Gopinath’s prompt 
action disregarding the danger to his own life. 

8, Shri Veeranagafah.

Sbri Veeranagaialt, Police Constable No. 1272 who was not 
on duty, was returning home on the 8th July, 1971 at about 
1100 hours when he noticed a 13 year girl accidentallv falllnc 
into a large well. He rushed to the well and saw the girl 
struggling in the water. Without wasting time, he plunged 
into the well, caught hold of the girl and swam to the edge 
of the well where an iron ladder was fixed. He then canned 
the girl to the top of the well where she was given first aid. 
She was later taken to the hospital where she recovered after 
3 days of treatment. Shri Veeranagalah acted with great 
courage and presence of mind in rescuing the girl.

Due to heavy rains in the Catchment area of the Vaigai 
Reservoir there was a flood in the river at Madurai on the 
night of the 16th December, 1971. The residents on the 
banks of the river and other low-lying areas had been asked 
to vacate their huts. The people who had not vacated their 
huts got stranded in the floods when the flood waters suddenly 
rose late on the night of the 16th December, 1971. The entire 
police force in Madurai town was mobilised and they with the 
assistance of the Revenue and Corporation officials and fire 
service staff undertook the rescue operations from the early 
hours of the 17th December. 1971. A helicopter of the Agri- 
cultural Aviation Ltd,, Bombay stationed at Tiruchirapalli was 
requisitioned, but during the rescue operations, it met with an 
accident and fell into the flood water. The Pilot of the heli- 
copter baled out, swam across the flooded river but was caught 
at the edge of the culvert across the river in Kuruvaikarana- 
salal. None could dare to cross the river to save the Pilot 
because of the swift current. At this moment, Sarvashri' M. 
Kathan and Chelliah came forward and swam across the swift 
current with the help of rubber tubes and ropes and managed 
to rescue the Pilot. 


On the 22nd July, 1970 while the mechanical staff was gas 
cutting a damaged pipe, a serious fire broke out on oil soaked 
walls in the Cellar of Hot Dip Tinning Lines of Cold Roll- 
ing Mills of the Rourkela Steel Plant, engulfing the entire area 
containing inflammable palm oil in tanks, gas pipes, electrical 
cables and mechanical and electrical equipments. Shri Dhrub 
Singh, with quick presence of mind and in spite of great per- 
sonal risk due to poor visibility and danger of explosions, 
managed to shut off the gas valves and switched off the 
power. He rushed half-way into the Cellar through the 
staircase in spite of the thilk dark smoke along with Fire 
Brigade men and directed them in a manner calculated to 
prevent the fire from spreading further. An explosion would 
have taken place, had there been a moment’s delay, Shri 
Dhrub Singh with his courage and initiative, guided and 
inspired all tire men. He norsonnally directed the water- 
hose towards the Are through a hole which was just above 
he palm oil tanks and thus prevented the Are from reaching 
the palm oil tanks. He saved 20 persons, costly equipment 
and material which would otherwise have affected the pro- 
duction of the Hot Dip Tinning Line and caused a loss of 
about Rs. 15 crores. 


A Navy helicopter requisitioned from Cochin arrived on 
the 18th December. 1971 and started rescue operations when 
the water level was receding. Due to thorny bushes on the 
river-bed, the rescue work during night became difficult. 
Sarvashri M. Kathan and Chelliah with torch lights tied to 
their turbans, jumped into the river swam across the swift 
current and managed to rescue a number of persons marooned 
in the floods. Out of eighteen persons saved, ten persons were 
saved by Sarvashri Kathan and Chelliah. Both of. them dis- 
played commendable courage In circumstances fraught with 
danger to the rescuers. 

11. Shrf Yashpal Syall, G/11538,

Due to heavy and incessant rains on the 20th July, 1970 
the river Alaknanda and Its tributaries had an unprecedented 
flood which caused heavy damage to Rlshikesh-Joshimath- 
Badrinath and Joshlmath-Malari roads. Communication 
system on both these roads was completely disrupted and 
posed an enormous problem to the movement of resources 
for restoration works. On the 30th July, 1970. Shri R. D. 
Saklanf, AE of HO 21 BRTF and Shri Yashpal Syall. Superin- 
tendent, B/RT of 3 RMU of 155 Construction Company 
along with CP labourers were proceeding towards Joshimath. 
While crossing Dhak Nala over a foot bridge, Shri SaV.lani 
slipped Into the Nala due to sudden gush of water over the 
bridge and was swept away about 30 feet bv the fast current 
and was practically drowned. Shri Syall ran along the Nala, 
jumped Into the stream without caring for his own safety and 
pulled out Sbri Saklanl. Though he was hit bv rolling stones 
and sustained injuries, he succeeded in saving Shri Saklani. 

Shri Yashpal Syall displayed courage and promptitude 
under circumstances which exposed him to grav e bodily

Shanu. a guest trainee officer from Iraq, slipped and fell 
into the first hopper of the desilting tunnel. Seeing Shri 
Shami struggling to keep himself afloat, the other trainees 
raised an alarm. Shrf Munir Ahmed Bhat heard the noise 
and immediately rushed to the spot. As Shri Shami was 
at the point of being drowned, Shri Munir Ahmed Bhat In 
utter disregard of his his own safety jumped into the hopper 
nnfl RU ve courage to Shri Sham! to keep himself afloat in 
ris company.

Kunhu aged 24 and her brother Raveendran aged 11 
while taking bath In a pond in the Tchamnathoor temple In 
Chungathara village, accidentally slipped into the deep waters 
and were about to be drown. Three persons who went to 
rescue them, also about to be drowned, as none of them 
knew swimming. A large number of people who assembled 
there looked on helplessly when Master Eruthattil Subramo 
man, aged 14, suddenly jumped into the water and rescued 
hree persons with the help of a bamboo pole while some other 
rscued the rest. However Kooripakil Kunhu and Raveendran 
4>;d on their wav to the hospital. But fop the timely action of 
Master Subramonian, the death toll would have been five 
Master Eruthattil Subramonian displayed courage and promptil 
tude in saving the lives of three persons at grave risk to his 
own safety. 


On the 29th October, 1971. the Hopper Barge 'Kallas' was 
taken put to sea despite cyclonic weather for dumping the 
loaded material dredged from Barge Berth TI of the Outer 
Harbour Project at Visakhapatnam, While the dumping opera- 
tion was going on, two Lascars, Sarvashri K. Ch. Appalauaidu 
and K. Thatarao met with an accident and fell overboard 
due to beavv swell and cyclonic weather conditions prevailing 
in the Bav. Shri Noffu Poliah who was in the barge, imme- 
diately jumped into the water and saved Shri K Ch. Appal a- 
naidu who was at the point of drowning. Shri K . Thatarao who 
did not sustain any injury swam ashore.

White the able bodied members of the family were away all 
the ladies and children of the family except an old lame lady 
and two babies in the cradle, managed to come out of ifle 
burning hut The people who gatherer! on the scene of the 
fire engaged themselves in preventing the fire from spread n 
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t<£tbe neighbouring houses but did not make any effort to res- 
cue the old lady and the two children, Shri Parameshwara 
Narayana Bhat who also noticed the smoke, ran to the spot 
asking other villagers to follow him. He rushed inside the 
burning hut, unmindful of the grave risk to which he himself 
was exposed, and rescued the old lady and the two children. 

Shri Parameshwaxa Narayana Bhat displayed exemplary 
courage in rescuing three lives from the fire. 

17. Shri Pav anas am Chettiar Shanmugham Chettiar,

Due to heavy rains the Kallada river in Ouilon district was 
in spate. On the 13th May, 1972. Shri Raghavan Pillai, aged 
45 of Govindamanglathu Veedu. Pattazhi village, employed as 
a ferry man at the Panchayat ferry, was crossing the flooded 
river in his canoe when it was caught in a whirlpool and was 
washed away. He tried his best to take the fury of the nature 
in his stride but did not succeed in facing the sweeping cur- 
rents. Having lost his energy, he was dragged along the cur- 
rent towards the Anthamon Edavazhykadavu ferry, where the 
ferry man Shri P. Shanmugham Chettiar noticed him, Shri 
Chettiar risking his life, jumped into the river and rescued 
Shri Raghavan Pillai at a point where the water was about 70 
feet deep and furious current was raging. But for the exemp- 
lary courage exhibited by Shri P. Shanmugham Chettiar, Shri 
Raghavan Pillai might have lost his life.

Shri 
Philip Varghese, a 17 year old student who was a furlong away 
from the place of the incident, immediately rushed to the 
spot. Without caring for his safety jumped into the ditch 
and dragged Shri Sunnymon from the deep water to safety. 
The courage and promptitude shown bv Shri Philip Varghese 
in saving the bov are commendable.

On the 30th June. 1972 Shri Laxman Ramchandra Prabhu 
wag on duty at Haji Ali Police Chowky on I,ala Lajpatrai 
Rood. Mohomed Arif Mohomed Yusaf, aged 12 years, of 
Pulton Road, Bombay, was on his way to Haji Ali Durgalt 
which connects the main road by a narrow foot-way which 
remains submerged during high tide. As the boy was cross- 
ing the foot-way the heavy gale which was blowing suddenly 
raised a giant wave which swept the boy into the rough sea 
and ho screamed for help. On hearing the crises, Shri Laxman 
Ramchandra Prabhu rushed along the foot-way towards the 
Dureah jumped into the rough sea and swam a distance of 30 
yards facing the waves. The boy was about to be drowned; 
when he reached him After desperate efforts Shri Prabhu 
brought the boy to the shore. He also gave the boy first aid 
and removed him to a hospital for treatment. 

Shri Laxman Ramchandra Prabhu showed extreme courage 
in saving the life of the boy at grave risk to his own safety 7 .

On the 15th February, 1972, a woman and her two sons 
were sailing in a boat along the Bhima river for Gbareshwara 
temple.

Shri Ramkrishna Eknath Gatne who was 
present at the bank of the river saw the incident and iumped 
into the river. He was able to save all the persons. Simi- 
larly Shri Gatne saved Shri Punjaji, a blind man and Shri 
Vijaykumar Madhukarrao Harde, aged 10 years from drown- 
ing in the Bhima river on the 4th March and the 16th April, 
1972. Shri Gatne also saved Kumar Gajanan Bhagwantrao 
Gatne, aged 16 years and Kumar Gajaram Bodhamal Sindh i 
aged 7 Years from drowning in the Bhima river on the 17th 
April, 1973. 


Shri Ramkrishna Eknath Gatne has also saved many other 
lives from drowning in the Bhima river during 1964. 1968 
and 1969. Shri Gatne has repeatedly exhibited selfless courage 
and presence pf mind in saving the lives of a number of 
persons. 

21. Shri Rangappa Bhimgowda Patil, 

Village Mudalgi, District Belgaum, 

Karnataka. 

On the 10th August, 1971. at about 10.15 hours, Shrimati 
Basavva of village Mudalgi and a patient of chronic headache, 
jumped into the village well in an attempt to commit suicide. 
On hearing an alarm from two girls. Head Constable Shri 
Basavanoi Veerappa of Mudalgi Police Outpost rushed to the 
spot along with other policemen. Unmindful of the risk in- 
volved, he dived into the well, lifted the woman holding her 
by the hair and called for assistance. At this juncture, while 
other persons gathered at the well, hesitated to dive into the 
well, Shri Rangappa Bhimgowda Patil, aged 21 years, jumped 
into the well and helped Shri Basavuxml Veerappa to hold the 
woman and tie a rope bv which she was later pulled up by 
the villagers and other policemen, 

Shri Rangappa Bhimgowda Patil exhibited conspicuous 
courage in saving the life of the woman in circumstances which 
were regarded as bazarduous by others. 

22. Shri Adhir Chandra Das,

On the 11th June, 1972. Shri Nimai Chandra Talukdar, 
aged 16 years, was vending ice-cream jh the 362 Down Lal- 
gola-Sealdah passenger train stationed at Behrampore railway 
station. As the train steamed off, he came out of the com- 
partment but his leg slipped off the foot-board and went 
through the gap between the platform and the lower foot 
board of the train. His-ice-cream box hanging from his 
shoulder and neck also got entangled with the foot board and 
his right leg was being dragged along the edge of the platform. 
Shri Adhir Chandra Das, Zonal Supervisor, Police Wireless, 
Murshidabad who happened to be present at the platform at 
that time, rushed to the body, clasped him with his asms and 
tried to pull him off to safety. In that effort he too fell on 
the platform but still held the boy with force and prevented 
him from slipping under the wheels of the train. For a oon- 
sWorable length. Shri Das was also dragged along with the 
boy. Ultimately he was successful In pulling out the boy 
with great difficulty and saved him from death. Shri Das 
later became unconscious due to hurts, exhaustion and great 
nervous strain but recovered after some time. 

Shri Adhir Chandra Das displayed exemplary courage and 
resourcefulness In saving the life of the bov fn circumstances 
which exposed him to grave bodily injury.

On the 29lh August, 1972 at about 7.45 A.M. an explosion 
took place in the house of Shri Thambalngou Singh, a licensed 
fire-works manufacturer, killing him. his son and his neigh- 
bour’s son. Due to the intensity of the explosion, besides the 
house of the manufacturer, 6 neighbouring houses including 
a temple and school were also completely blown up. The 
children of the school who were trapped under the debris of 
the school shouted for help. None of the spectators had the 
courage to rescue them as the building was falling and was 
engulfed in fire and smoke. On hearing the cries of the child- 
ren, Shri N. Sanatombi Singh who was nearby, rushed into 
the building and rescued three children. He also rescued an 
old lady of 90 years who was caught in the fire but she later 
died in the hospital. 

Shri N. Sanatombi Singh displayed exemplary courage and 
bravery at great risk to his personal safety.

As the road-block was to be cleared at the earliest 
for taking the Aerial Ropeway Cable across for launching 
to move the vital defence stores and rations for emergent 
works ahead, Shri Sarup Singh (Mason) was entrusted the 
task of clearing the land slide. During the operations, another 
slide occurred bringing down boulders and volumes ot debris. 
At this moment, with great presence of mind and alertness, 
Shri Sarup Singh warned all his men of the approaching 
danger. As they were running to safety, one Pioneer in the 
work force was hit by a rolling boulder and was carried 
down the valley along with the debris. Shri Sarup Singh im- 
mediately jumped down the valley to save the Pioneer, know- 
ing full well the danger of being engulfed in the debris. In 
utter disregard of his personal safety, he rescued the injured 
person who unfortunately sccumbcd to injuries. 

25. Leading Hand Chander Singh Rawat (0/63602), 
1638 PNR Cov-(GREF),

On the 30th May, 1972, at about 1900 hours, a vehicle of 
820 Tpt pL carrying three GREF personnel while returning 
from work, came under a sudden slide and fell into a 1000 
feet deep gorge of the Alaknanda river. The slope was very 
steep, with no track to go down into the gorge for rescuing 
and evacuating the casualties. It was under these conditions 
that Leading Hand Chander Singh Rawat of 1638 PNR Coy. 
(GREF) and his party were detailed to descend into the gorge, 
search the victims, rescue them from the debris and carry 
them up the precipitous slope without any loss of time. 

L/Hand Chaner Sing Rawat proceeded to carry out his task 
with a rope tied around his waist, exhorting and instilling con- 
fidence In his men. Inching his way down, he and his men, 
reached dose to the casualties and with the help of impro- 
vised torches, rescued the victims from underneath the debris, 
rendered first aid and sent three of them up one by one to 
tho waiting ambulance. In utter disregard to his personal 
safety and with untiring; zeal, Shri Rawat continued to work 
till the last man was brought out to safety. But for his courage 
and promptness, it would not have been possible to carry 
out the rescue work under hazardous conditions. 

26. Master Navneet, Chowfla,

On the 3rd June, 1973, Master Navneet Chowfla, a ten year 
old student of the Dalhousie Public School was on a picnic 
with other boys of the school at Khajjiar. a tourist resort 
in Cbamba town of Himachal Pradesh. He along with Param- 
jit Singh, aged 13 years, were fishing in the Khajjiar lake when 
the latter slipped and fell Into the lake. Seeing him drowning. 
Master Chowfla got Into the lake holding the railing with one 
hand and succeeded In catching the other boy by his bair 
and brought him back to the bank of the lake without any- 
body’s help. Master Navneet Chowfla showed exemplary 
courage and presence of mind in rescuing Paramjit Singh.

'The distinguishing feature of this industry is 
tbsJ production of sugar is primarily cooperativiscd as a corol- 
lary to the formation of cane cooperatives. It has been 
found in recent years that a great degree of mismatching has 
taken place between the financial ability of the sugar manu- 
facturers and the competence of the sugar machinery manu- 
facturers to supply equipment. The machinery .manufactu- 
rers in the country are able to supply 21 sugar plants of 
standard size a year and the principal deficiency has been 
lack of orders and, in case there have been orders, lack of 
ahiHty to Biistain them with adequate financial backing. The 
svstom of financing sugar projects by the Industrial Finance 
Oarpondion of India, the State Govt, and the sugar co- 
operative also becomes relevant In this context. The fact,
